SELF-RECOLLECTION 


First Step 


You are a Child of God, He is your Father, 
the Kingdom of God is your Home. 


Repeat silently the Family Prayer, sharing 
its trusting and triumphant note, “Our 
Father,” etc. 


Now make these affirmations as a conscious 
expression of what it means to be a Child of 
God, Who is the All-Good, Perfect Love, 
Wisdom and Power. Your true self in God’s 
thought of you, the perfect self which He 
means you to work out with Him. 

“In Christ I am one with the Divine 
Power.” 

“In Christ I am one with the Love which 
understands and forgives.” 
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“In Christ I am one with the Peace that 
passeth understanding.” 


“In Christ I am one with infinite 
resources.” 


“In Christ I am one with His Spirit of 
Service.” 


“In Christ I have power over opposing 
conditions, such as fear, lack of confidence, 
difficult circumstances.” 


“Tn Christ I am one with His more abun- 
dant life.” 


“In Christ I am one with His patience, 
purity, joy, wisdom and contentment.” 


Quietly affirm to yourself the virtues which 
you are most conscious of lacking, but which 
God means you to have, and which will grow 
through His indwelling union with you. 


SEcoND STEP 


Gather up your thoughts of the people, 
and the petitions which you desire to hold in 
the Silence; first and foremost pray that you 
may be forgiven in that you have wronged 
any; pray also for God’s guidance and bless- 
ing for any who have wronged you. Put your 
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personal needs last, and be on your guard 
against praying only or mainly for yourself. 
God’s Kingdom is the Kingdom of Love and 
Service to God and to our fellow men. There 
is no room in it for selfishness, and no need 
for it. We are all one. 


Tuirp STEP 


Go out into the Silence, where “Christ lives 
and Christ reigns,” where “God is and where 
God works perfectly.’ Relax yourself, turn 
away from your active mind, open your 
whole being to God, realizing Him, not 
merely as an intellectual fact, but as all 
around you and in you, the answer to every 
need of man. 


Wait still upon God: open your heart to 
Him, let the light and warmth of His love 
flood your mind and heart and soul as the 
flower opens itself to and drinks in the light 
and warmth of the Sun, and becomes its true 
beautiful self thereby: so rest in the conscious 
thought of your living union with Him in 
Christ. (See I John iv. 7, to end of chap. v.) 

Few things help us more to realize God as 
the Supreme fact of all life, and of our own 
daily life. 
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In the Silence you may sometimes come to 
feel as if the whole world were vibrating with 
the presence and power of God, with abso- 
lute peace and stillness, and yet with intense 
and ceaseless energy; the energy of perfect 
self-control. Do not be afraid. In the 
Silence we offer our subjects of prayer, per- 
sons, things, hopes, fears, just simply as seeds 
to which God will give growth and fruition. 
God does not need endless repetition: cnly 
perfect sincerity; perfect trust. The power 
of growth comes from God, not from us. 
He is equal to every emergency, and has the 
wisdom and power to deal with it. 


To realize this, is to find the poise and 
quiet strength so needful in the stress and 
rush of daily lie. 


Close your time of Silence with some words 
of praise, taken from these or other forms, 
after which may be said: 


“Holy, Holy, Holy, Lord God of Hosts, 
Heaven and Earth are full of Thy Glory;
